The followincr curious and inleresling state* 
inont relatin£>' to the convicts at the State 
Prison at Charlestown, is taken from the last 
Annual Report ot the Prison Discipline Soci­ 
ety. 
T he chaplain was directed to make cer­ 
tain inquiries of the prisoners, aud llte follow­ 
ing is tlie result of tliern. 
“ The number of convicts in the State Pri­ 
son, of wliom these inquiries have been made, 
is 220. 
O f this number, could not read when 
they came to llie pri.son, 28; could read only 
ill easy lessons for children, I.j ; could not 
write, .'>9; addicted to habits of intemperate 
drinking, 150; ascribe their imprisoninent to 
the intiuenc.e of intemperate drinking, 122; 
state that tlieir parents were in tlie habit of 
giving tliem ardent spirits when they were 
children, 110; parents one or.both intemper­ 
ate, 54 ; addicted to petty thefts before the 
age of sixteen, 44; brought up without any 
regular trade or employment, 0 3 ; left home 
before the age of 21, wif/t the consent of par­ 
ents, 107; left home before the age of 21, 
without the consent of parents, .50 ; have now 
both parents living, 5 2 , have father only liv­ 
ing, 18; have mother only living, 74 ; father 
died before they were 10 years old, 43; moth­ 
er died before tliey were ten years old, 20 ; 
lather died when they were between 10 and 
21 years of age, 51 ; mother died when they 
were between 10 and 91 years nf «ge, 3J ; 
have been married, 103; now have wives^^82; 
now have children, 86; whole number o f chil­ 
dren living, 235; have brothers, or sislers, or 
both, 207; whole number of brothers and sis­ 
ters living, 1038; have been apprenticed, 87 ; 
left apprentioeslup before iheir time expired, 
40 : living in habitual disregard of the Sab­ 
bat!» betöre coming to prison, 157; addicted 
more or less to gambling, 76 ; had associated 
with lewd women, 0.5 ; number of individuals 
standing in llie relation to father or mother, 
wife or children, brother or sister, to the 220 
men (juestioned as above, li>51.”— Mercantile 
Jour.
